Every time you complete a step 
in making a garment, steam press 
the area on the wrong side, Dampen 
the place to be pressed with warm 
water. A small sponge is excellent 
for getting the right amount of 
moisture on the spot, Lay the press- 
ing cloth over it and’ set the iron 
down squarely on the cloth, Learn 
to use. a trué pressing motion—a 
lifting up and down of the iron 
rather than sliding it back and forth 
as in regular ironing. 

When pressing pockets, lapels or 
other double thicknesses on the 
right side of any fabric, always use 
a pressing cloth and use light pres- 
sure on the iron, This will prevent 
shine. 

When pressing wool, do not per- 
mit the cloth to become completely 
dry. Lift it while it is still steaming 
slightly and tap the fabric vigorous- 
ly with a clothes brush to liven the 
material and bring up the nap. 

Once a dart:or seam has been 
pressed flat, pressing over it again 
may mark the right side of the fab- 
ric. Therefore, when pressing the 
finished garment on the wrong side, 
it is better to slide the iron under 
darts and seams rather than press- 
ing over them, 
| ening skirts, good steam pressing 
helps remove stitching matks and 
the crease of the old hem. Brushing 
lightly with lukewarm water, then 
pressing is helpful. The spots should 
be quite moist. Dampen the area 
again and press again if necessary.
